" LIBERATED ZONE.” FOLLOWING THE RECEPTION, SIHANOUK HELD A TWO AND 
ONE- HALF HOUR PRESS CONFERENCE FOR 150 FOREIGN AND CHINESE 
CORRESPONDENTS, DURING WHICH HE EXPOUNDED ON THE UNITY OF HIS 
UNITED FRONT, ON THE " EXCELLENT SITUATION 1 ' IN THE LIBERATED AREAS, 

AND ON THIRD WORLD SUPPORT FOR HIS REGIME. HE TOOK PAINS TO DENY 
THAT NORTH VIETNAMESE FORCES WERE FIGHTING IN CAMBODIA OR THAT 
HIS WAS AN EXILE GOVERNMENT. THE ROYAL GOVERNMENT, HE SAID, 

" IS LOCATED IN THE LIBERATED ZONE" IN THE CARE OF KHIEU SAMPHAN 
AND THE OTHER INSURGENT LEADERS. HE ALSO MADE IT CLEAR THAT HIS 
SIDE WOULD NEVER ACCEPT A CEASEFIRE AND WOULD NEGOTIATE WITH THE US 
ONLY TO END " US INTERFERENCE" AND NOT FOR A CEASEFIRE ( NCNA 
APRIL 13). SIHANOUK AND HIS ENTOURAGE WENT OFF TO NORTH KOREA 
FOR A BRIEF " STATE VISIT" ON APRIL 14 AND RETURNED TO PEKING ON 
APRIL 17.

A DELEGATION FROM THE LAO PATRIOTIC FRONT, LED BY STANDING COMMITTEE 
MEMBER NOUHAK PHOUMSAVAN, ARRIVED IN PEKING ON PARIL 16 ( NCNA). 

VICE PREMIER LI HSIEN- NIEN LED THE CHINESE GREETERS AND HOSTED A 
BANQUET THAT EVENING. IN HIS SPEECH. I PRAISED THE LPF FOR ITS 
" GREAT VICTORIES" BUT FOCUSED MAINLY ON THE IMPORTANCE OF THE 
LAOTIAN PEACE AGREEMENT AND THE " NEW HISTORICAL STAGE" WHICH IT 
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OPENS. HE CONSPICUOUSLY OMITTED ANY DIRECT REFERENCE TO THE RLG, 
BUT LAMENTE THE OBSTACLES " LAID BY DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN REAC- 
TIONARY FORCES." NOUHAK WAS LESS DELICATE, DENOUNCING THE US 
AND THE " VIENTIANE REACTIONARY FORCE" FOR ALLEGEDLY SEEKING TO 
OBSTRUCT THE IMPLEMENTTAION OF THE AGREEMENT. MEANWHILE, MADAME 
BINH, THE PRGSVN FOREIGN MINISTER, MET WITH PREMIER CHOU AND

11. NORTH KOREA - 

A DELEGATION FROM THE NORTH KOREAN NEWSPAPER RODONG SINMUN 
ARRIVED 

IN PEKING ON APRIL 15 AND MET WITH PREMIER CHOU AND OTHERS ON 
APRIL 16. EARLIER, PEKING HAD SENT A LETTER TO NORTH KOREA SUPP- 
PORTING PYONGYANG' S LATEST PROPOSALS ON PEACEFUL REUNIFICATIONS 
( NCNA APRIL 12). THE LETTER, ISSUED IN THE NAME OF THE PRC 
GOVERNMENT AND THE NATIONAL PEOPLE 1 S CONGRESS TO THEIR NORTH 
KOREAN COUNTERPARTS, PRAISED PYONGYANG’ S INITIATIVES IN 
PROMOTING PEACEFUL REUNIFICATION AND SAID THAT SUCH EFFORTS ARE 
" CONDUCIVE TO THE RELAXATION OF TENSION IN ASIA." THE LETTER 
SAID: " AT PRESENT THE MOST PRESSING PROBLEM IS TO TERMINATE 
FOREIGN INTERFERENCE IN KOREAN INTERNAL AFFAIRS." IT CHARGED THE 
US WITH OBSTRUCTING REUNIFICATION AND WITH UNJUSTIFIABLY KEEPING 
TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA, EVEN AFTER THE NORTH- SOUTH DIALOGUE 
HAD BEGUN. THE US, IT SAID, " SHOULD" WITHDRAW, ANDTHEUNCURK 
"MUST" BE DISSOLVED. A PEOPLE’ S DAILY EDITORIAL ( APRIL 1 1 ) MADE 
THE SAME POINTS IN HAILING THE RESULTS OF THE SECOND SESSION OF
